WASHINGTON, May 11.—There wan a
sudden and violent outbreak of Cuban
sentiment to-day at the capltol and dur-
{ng the early hours the drift of opinion
was strongly towards apeedy and radical
action by both Congress and the execu-
tive, but later there was somewhat of a
reactlion upon its becoming known that
the President, while keenly alive to the
siuation and anxlous to learn every-
thing possible that could guide hia con-
&t of our Cuban and Spanish relations,
felt that further Information was neces-
sary and that for the lmmediate present
the question was not one of recognition
of the belligerency or independence of the
Cuban insurgents but of rellef for the
American citizens destitute and helpless
{n the towns of the quesn of Antllles.

The= senats forelgn relations commitiee
it should be stated. while agresing with
the necessity for relief of the suffering
Amerleans, s favorable to more radieal
measurea and 4 number of (ts members
are carnestly desirous of instant actlon
by the Exectutive in ald of the insurgents
but have not succeeded In cupverting the
administration to their views that pres-
#nt action Is appropriate and Imperative.
The event of the day was a report to their
colleagues by the sub-committee of the
forelgn relatione committer which yes-
t=rdsy examined the state department
Cuban reportis. ‘This statement, though
not given to the public, was so far dis-
ciosed In characier as (o give rise 1o a
good  deal of Hed t
semators and members.

poriing themaelves,

Moving Steadily.

For soveral days past the subject mat-
ter of this report hins been under discus-
sion quietly among s few of the friends
of Cuba In Congress, and they have lost
no opportunity of impressing upon the
President thelr convictions that it is his
duty as the chlef executive to deluy no
Jonger in taking active steps to termin-
ate the present condition of affalrs In
Cuba. These representations, however,
have not been sufMclent to Induce hasty
action. The President is moving steadi-
Iy and with all speed that safety and
saund judgment warrant In the collection
of facts topching the conditions that
cxist upon the taland to-day.

To this end Mr. Calhoun (8 now In
Cuba, ofMelally an another misslon, but
wlao charged with the observatlon of the
conditfons that prevail. When he has
réparted to the President, and the latter
has gathered what he regarda an a suffi-
clent store of Information, based on facts
that cannot be questioned, he will be
teady edther to take himaell or to suggest
to Congres such actlon aa thess facts
warrant. Meanwhile he has under earn-
vst consfderation the hest meanw of af-
tording rellef to Amerlcans suffering ns
n result of the donditlons on the laland.

At the Spanlsh legation, the news of
